‘4 NEGRO LYNCHED NEAR MACON 
LAST NIGHT 


FOR ASSAULTING A WHITE LADY. 


The Story of Singleton'’s Crime—His Flight 
Yrom Macon—How the Officers Ran 
Down and a Mob Lynched Him. 


Macon, Ga., October 17.—[Special.|—It 
qas reported in Macon to-night at a late 
hour that Willie Singleton, colored, had 
been’ lynched about three miles from 
Macon, at the far end of Macon’s sub- 
urban village, Vineville. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter hastened to the 
ecene, on a hillside just beyond Crump’s 
park, and saw the dead body dangling 
from the limb of a tree, where it had 
been drawn up by a new rope. The 
mames of the party who lynched Singleton 
are not known. 

SINGLETON'S CRIME. 

Four weeks ago last night he attempted 
to assault a beautiful young white girl, 
aged sixteen years, who had come to Macon 
visit relatives.

TRACKING THE FIEND. 

Officers were put on the track of Single- 
ton, but h® fled the city. Detective Pat- 
followed him to Atlanta, Chatta- 
nooga, Knoxville, Lexington, Louisville, 
Nashville and to Birmingham. 
went from Birmingham to Eutaula to par- 
ticipate in the colored firemen’s tournament, 
on Thursday, being a member of the Price 
Hose Company. 

It was thought he would goto Eufaula, 
so officers were on the watch there and 
him yesterday morning on the 
streets of Eufaula, while taking in the 
firemen’s parade. He was put in jail and 
requisition papers obtained, and the officers 
started to Macon with him today. 

TAKEN FROM THE TRAIN. 

This afternoon about 5 o’clock, when 
the train reached Walden, about ten miles 
from Macon, a party of men boarded the 
train and rescued Singleton from the offi- 
cers. He was carried in a buggy through 
the country and brought to the suburbs 
of this city. About 10 ow =" 
o’clock tonight he was thoroughly 
identified by Officer Brown as the hack- 
man into whose hack the officers assisted 
her on that fatal night. Singleton was 
then brought before the young lady and 
she instantly recognized him and exclaimed: 

‘‘¥fe’s the man, he’s the man!” and cov- 
ering her face with her hands she cried: 
“Oh, take him away; Oh, take him away.” 

Picture this intelligent and beautiful girl 
struggling with the black fiend at the hour 
of midnight, in a lonely and dark wood, 
and then say that the lynching he received 
tonight was not a just punishment. The 
newspapers said nothing of the assault at 
the time it was committed, as they did not 
wish to put him on notice that the officers 
were after him. But the avengers kept on 
his track, and at last jerked him hence, 
and left his body to dangle from the tree 
as an example to any who might wish to 
\mitate his diabolical conduct.

A TEST CASE. 


How Primus Jones Proved That a Preacher 
Was a Fraud. 

Coiumet, 8. C., October 17.— Primus Jones, 
colored, was killed Sunday morning at Sump- 
ter, S.C. A protracted meeting was being 
held by negroes at Beulah chureh and the 
greatest excitement prevailed. It was at first 
reported that Primus had been offered asa 
sacrifice to the Holy Ghost, because of his in- 
credulity. 

Deputy Coroner A. S. Norris held an inquest 
atihechurch. The testimony showed that ina 
perfect frenzy of fanaticism, Jones was killed 
by Itev. A. H. Durant, negro pastor, and one 
Richard Campbell, a prominent member of 
the church, because the deceased had ox- 
pressed doubts about the supernatural power 
of Durant to kill and restore to life and that 
was a test case, but the experiment failed. 

A large number of Durant’s congregation 
believed that he possessed supernatural powers 
until his failure in this case. The finding was 
that Jones was killed and murdered by Rich- 
ard Campbell and A. H. Durant. The jury 
was composed of intelligent colored men, and 
the coroner complimented them on their 


verdict. The prisoners are in jail. 


CHARGES OF FRAUD, 


Which Are Freely Made Against a Business 
Corporation, 

MonTGomeERyY, Ala., October 17.—[Special.]} 
An important case is on tria! in the chancery 
court here. In January the directors of the 
Alabama Terminal and Improvement Com- 
pany pledged $500,000 worth of stock of the 
Alabatha Midland Railroad Company with 
certain parties who were sureties on a debt 
of $136,000 due to tbe Merchants’ and Farmers’ 
bank in Troy, Ala. Allof the debt was paid 
but $44,500, which fe!l due September 224, 
andon Septentber 20th the president of the 
Alabama Terminal and Improvement Com- 
pany obtained an injunction restaining 
the trustees, having bonds in possession, 
from disposing of them to settle the balance, 
alleging that the trustees intended selling pri- 
vately and at creatly reduced price. The bill 
praying an injunction avers further that some 
of the sureties secured by the hypothecation 
of the bonds are indebted to the terminal 
company for stock subscriptions in a sum as 
sreat or greater than the balance due the 
bank. It ayers further that members of the 
directory, Which hypothecated the bonds in 
question, are themselves the sureties, and that 
they charged fortheir own benetit brokerage 
for the transaction, charging “brokerage 
over each extension reczxnred, ntil the 
brekerage amounied to over $25,000, when a 
reasonable brekerage wenld have only been 
$3,000. This the company, by its attorney, al- 
leges was illegal and prays that the whole co- 
tract be declared void, because the directors 
hadino right to contract, as directors, with 
themselves tothe deiriment of the southern 
stockholders of the corporation. A lengthy 
argument has been made on both sides and 
the matter was taken under advisement by the 
chancellor.

While there he was charged with 
killing his child, and was indicted for murder 
at the recent session of the circuit court of 
Biount county. 

He returned here a few days ago and opened 
his school. The sheriff of Blount county sent 
a capias to Chief of Police Yarbecroagh, and 
he was arrested yesterday evening as above 
stated and will be carried to Blount for trial.

LIQUOR IN KANSAS. 


Which Reopens the Original 
Package Houses. 

Topeka, Kan., October 17.—A decision was 
rendered in the United States circuit court, in 
this city, this morning, that has dropped like 
a bombshell and created consternation among 
the friends of prohibition in Kansas. The de- 
cision in question allows the reopening of the 
original package liquor houses in this state, 
and in effect declares that tke bill enacted by 
congress does not restore the power of the Kan- 
sas prohibitory law as against the original 
package saloons, because the Kansas lawawas 
passed prior to and not after the act of con- 
gress. In’ Gedar Rapids, Judge Stoneman, of 
the superior court, held the Iowa prohibitory

THE LIQUOR MEN EXCITED 
Over an Adverse Decision of Judge Mer- 
rimon. 

CuHartottrE, N. C., October 17.—[Special.] 
Judge Merrimon has caused a decided sen- 
sation by intimating an opinion that the 
saloon keepers at Marion are violating the law 
evory time they sella drink of Whisky, and 
that the licenses under which they are selling 
are absolutely void. In deference to the 
opinion of the court, Solicitor Carver bas pre- 
pared bills of indictinent against the proprie- 
tors of the two licensed saloons, and they will 
be brought into court and tried for violation of 
the prohibitory statutes. The town last spring 
held some kind of an clection, and the liquor 
men carried the day, and thereupon the saloons 
were licensed by the town and by the county. 
Judge Merrimon holds that the election was 
without warrant of law, and void, and that 
the license issued the saloon keepers will not 
protect them. There seems very little doubt 
among the lawyers that the whisky business 
in Marion has met its Waterloo.

MORMON POLYGAMY. 


Brigham Young, Jr., Says the Question Was 
Not Moral or Social, but Political. 

LonpoN, October 17.—Brigham Young, Jrvs 
has been interviewed by The Liverpool Mer- 
cury. ‘‘It was,’’ he said, ‘ta popular delusion 
that the Mormons were compelled to have 
more than one wife, and, asa matter of fact, 
only 10 per cent of the elder members of the 
community had more than one wife. The 
saints had always and would always honor the 
laws of the land, and now that the laws had 
been enacted by congress forbidding plural 
marriages, the present president, Wilford 
W oodruif, had issued a declaration of subinis- 
sion.”’ 

He maintained, however, that the passing of 
this prohibitive law was a direct stroke at re- 
ligious liberty, but contrary to the prevalent 
opinion that the recent presidential manifesto 
is the death-krell of Mormonisin, Mr. Young 
maintains that, although to a great extent dis- 
franchised and made to pose as the medium of 

olitical tricksters to gain their ends, the spir- 
tual nature of this religion will overcome all 
such difficulties. 

In the United States, he said, the suppres- 
sion of Mormonism was not a nora! or social 
question, but purely and simply a political 
question.

Atan hour just 
before day, day before yesterday morning, 
Killing entered his home besmeared with 
plood, his clothing torn, his shoes gone, and in 
other ways showing signs of terrib!e treatment. 
His tale was to the effect that he was as- 
saulted while returning from his work at the 
asyium, on the previous night, and that he 
was robbed of his entire earthly possessions, 
which imeluded several doilars in money, 
provisions, ete. After being beat senseless, he 
was dragged into a pine thicket and left for 
dead. e does not know who the assassins 
were, but is outspoken in the belief that the 
deacons of Mitchelll Zion church are at the 
bottom of it, ashe claims the fellowship be- 
tween them has been severed,and they were his 
only enemies.

A YOUNG MAN SHOOTS ONE OF HEN- 
NESSY’S ASSASSINS. 


ANOTHER CHAPTER OF THETRAGEDY 


A Young Man Calls for a Prisoner at the 
New Orleans Jail—The Prisoner Ap- 
pears and Is Shot Down. 


New Orveans, October 16.—While the 
body of the late chief of police, “Dayid C. 
Hennessy, lay in state at the city hall, Antonio 
Scaftida, identified as one of the assassins of 
Chief Hennessy, was shot and mortally 
wounded, in the parish prison, by Thomas C. 
Duffy, brother of the ex-prize-fighter of that 
name. Duffy informed Deputy Sheriff Andry 
that he called for the purpose of seeing one of 
the “Dagoe’s” arrested for the assassination of 
Chief Hennessy, as he believed that he was 
able to identify him. Scaftida came down, 
accompanied by Deputy Sheriff Dwyer, and 
put his face within a few inches of the gate to 
recognize who it was that wanted to see him. 

HE SHOOTS THE PRISONER. 

Duffy, who was standing about a foet from 
the gate, with lightning-like motion, dew a 
révolver from his hip-pocket and, putting it 
within a few inches of Scafiida’s face, pulled 
the trigger and the Italian,-with a groan, fell 
back in the corridor, the blood spurting from 
the wound in the left side of his neek. 

Duffy was disarmed while in the station. 
Duffy said that if the Italian died he wa will- 
ing tohang. Hesaid: “I only wish there 
were about seventy-five more men like me.”’ 

Duffy was locked up. 

THE DYING MAN’S STATEMENT. 

When the wounded man reached Charity 
hospital, Judge Bringier was sent for, and 
with his assistant, Judge Hollander, arrived in 
afew minutes. Scaftida was asked if he had 
anything to say before he died, and he replied 
in the aflirmative. He began his statement by 
saying: 

“We knew that 
the Provyenzanos were 
were good frends of Metrangas. I am 
going to dic, and I die innocent. My iféa is 
that Metranges did that to keep the Proven- 
zandsin jail. Oh, my Ged! I am going to 
die’’- and Seatiida closed his eyes aad re- 
mained silent. 

More than fiftv arrest: have been made of 
parties believed to be inrplicated in thé assas- 
sination of Hennessy, and today another. 
Italian, Pedro Natal, was identified by Offices 
Lanunaman as cne of the men he saw rimuing 
away from the scene of the murder.

It Stood by a Lady’s Side and Beckoned 
Her to the Grave. . 


Los Anceirs, Cal., October 14.—Soeiety 
circles here are excited over the strange case 
of spirit photography that occurred a few days 
ago in a leading gallery. The lady who was 
the chief actor will not consent to 
the use of her name, but there is 
no question of the reality of” the 
event, and it is made all the stronger by the 
fact that both she and the photographer are 
skeptics of spiritualism. She took hef posi- 
tion in the gallery, and the photographer 
threw his cloth over his head to arrange the 
focus, When, with an exclamation of fright, 
his head bebbed suddenly out from bene&th its 
covering, and he stared “ee lady. . .; 

“Did any one pass behine voy jens “ha 

“Why, certainly not,” she arfswered. 

He then took the picture and went into the 
dark room with it. He came bounding ovt in 
afew minutes and with a white face and 
strange manner said she must sit again. She 
complied, and again, when he proceeded to 
adjust the lenses, he could not restrain his 
terror. His face became beaded with a cold 
perspiration, his hands trembled so that he 
could hardly proceed with the work. Five 
times did he take the lady’s picture, refusing 
to give her any explanation of his strange be- 
havior. 

At last he told her she would have to go to 
some other place—he could not take her 
picture satisfactorily. Then she insisted on 
an explanation. He refused for a long time, 
but at last he brought her five plates from the 
dark room. In each of them by her side, 
dressed in grave clothes, with outstretched 
arm and beckoning finger, stood the 
figure of a person who had been’ very 
dear to her, but who had re- 
cently died. The lady nearly fainted 
and denounced the thing as a trick, but was 
soon convinced if there was a fraud the pho- 
tographer did not know of it. The pho- 
tographcr developed the plates, and the por- 
traits of the living and the dead are exact and 
startling. The lady is not superstitious, but 
the inexplicable affair has worn on her nerves 
so as to render her seriously ill.

THE LUMBERMEN’S FAILURE. 


R. G. Peters Says the Company Will Be 
Able to Pay Out. 

-Sacinaw, Mich., October 17.—Albert M. 
Henry, assignee of R.G. Peters & Co., of 
Manistee, says that, though no schedule has 
been prepared, he does not think the liabilities 
will exceed $2,000,000, and the assets, though 
largely scattered, will exceed that amount. 
He attributes the failure to overexpansion 
and the close money market. Friends of 
Peters say the company’s assets will care for 
the liabilities. Their individual liabilities are 
probably $2,500,000, and the nominal assets 
are considerably larger. Peters's Salt and 
Lumber Company expect to continue business 
under a receiver. Petcrs, besides vast quan- 
tities of timber land in Michigan and Wiscon- 
son and a silver mine in Canada, has a large 
plant at Brewton, Ala., and another at 
Cyprus, N. C. 

ATTACHMENT PROCEEDINGS BEGUN.

LIVINGSTON AND POLK. 


They Deliver Stirring Speeches in War- 
rensburg, Mo. 

WARRENSBURG, Mo., October 17.—[Specia].] 
L. L. Polk, of North Carolina, national presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ andjLaborers’ Union, and 
Hon. L. F. Livingston, of Georgia, spoke in 
the courthouse today before a large gathering 
of farmers. They divided time with D. S. 
Twitchell, republican candidate for congress, 
and J. J. Davenport, ex-republican mayor of 
Kansas City. 

Colonel Polk made the first speech. It was 
able and convincing. He was followed by 
Mr. Twitchell and Mr. Davenport. 

Mr. Livingston closed, tearing the pretended 
arguments ofthe republicans to pieces, es- 
pecially on the subtreasury and tariff questions. 
He had the crowd with him after the first half 
hour. 

Livingston plunged into the McKinley bill 
and the force bill in Topeka last night before 
a large republican audience, show- 
ing discriminations against the 
people and in favorof men of Ohio. 
His declarations against these measures were 
sévere, and loudly applauded by the entire 


audience of farmers and laborers. He success- 


fully refuted the charge of intimidation of the 
negro vote south. His effort upon this line 
was universally acceptabie to the western re- 
publicans that heard him.

Trying to Depyive Southern People of Their 
Property. 

Anniston, Ala., October 17.~-[Special.]—A 
suit was begun a short time agoin the supreme 
court of New York, by John H. Clews against 
the Woodstock Iron Company, of this city. It 
was brought to recoveran alleged interest in 
certain stock and property of the Oxford Iron 
Company, a corporation organized under the 
laws of the state of Alabama, which some 
years ago wasin the hands of Henry Clews, 
the banker. Hetransferred his right in it to 
his brother, John H. Clews, who in turn trans- 
ferred it to Mr. Kenna, who sold it to the de- 
fendant for $2,000. Defendant improved the 
property, and on the plaintiff linding out that 
the property had increased in value, claimed 
that it was sold under false pretenses. It is 
plain the property is worth $1,000,000, and this 
amount the plaintiff seeks to recover. 

The case was removed from the state court 
to the United States court, where the defendant 
moved to set aside the summons by which the 
action had been coinmenced in the state court. 
Judge Lecombe, of the United States circait 
court, gave a decision, a day or two ago, grant- 
ing the motion to set aside the summons, which 
throws the case out of court. 

The judge holds that the company is an 
Alabama corporation, haying no offices in the 
state of New York, and no action could be 
brought against the defendant in that state.

| PANIC IN A CHURCH. 


CAUSED BY THE ALTAR DRAPERIES 
TAKING FIRE. 


NOBODY KILLED BUT SEVERAL HURT. 


Hundreds of Frightened Children Make a 
Rush For the Doors and Several of the 
Little Ones Are Trampled On. 


7 Cuicaco, October 17.—There ‘was a panic, 

with probable loss of life, at St. Stanislaus 

Roman Catholic church, Noble street, in the 

Polish settlement in the northwestern portion 

of the city, this morning. The pastor, Rev.. 
Father Barzynsky, was conducting an 8 o’clock 

service for children, and the church was filled 

with little ones. While the service was in 

progress, the altar draperies caught fire from 

one of the candles, and a panic ensued. 

In the wild rush, about twenty children 
were crushed and trampled on, and a few re- 
cieved injuries which it is believed will prove 
fatal. ’ 

THER RUSH FOR THE DOORS. 

There were about 1,500 children, accompa- 
nied by their mothers, in the church at the 
time. They rushed pell-mell to the exits. 
Those in front were pressed upon by those 
behind them, and lost their footing on the 
stone steps in front of the building, 
where they were trampled by the flee- 
ing multitude. The arrival of the fire 
department added to the stampede, and 
in a few minutes 10,000 people had gathered 
in the neighborhood. The fire was “quickly 
extinguished, and the police, with much dith- 
culty, rescued the wounded children from the 
excited multitude. None of the little ones 
were dead, but a large number were injured, 
a few seriously. Joseph Jazak, twelve years 
old, has a fractured skuil, and will prebably 
die; Stanislaus Kamunska, injured internally; 
Frank Drewicki, severe cut in his head; 
Stanislaud Fiergot, nine years old, injured in- 
ternally; Martin Keoski, Frank Sick and Leon 
Skowkawski were sent to the hospital, and 
four other children were taken to their homes. 
The church looked as if some bloody tragedy 
had taken place.

The arch- 
bishops are commanded to take with them their 
senior suffragan bishops. This indicates the 
pope’s desire to assemble at the vatican a rep- 
resentative council of the Irish” Catholic 
church, and that an important move is pend- 
ing, and it becomes more significant when it is 
known that Bishop O’ Dwyer, of Limerick, will 
be at the vatican sometime before his col- 
leagues arrive there. The Star, continuing, 
says: 

The summoning of the archbishops is believed 
to be a final effort on the part of the vatican to 
assist the tories ata critical time. The elections 
are near, and prompt measures are necessary to 
propitiate Lord Salisbury. The vatican is con- 
vinted that it is to its interest to maintain the 
tories in power, and freis certain that the liberal 
government would not continue negotiations in 
relation to mixed marriages. Besides, advisers 
of the pope bitterly resent the refusal of the Irish 
The Irish 
party “does not concern itself with anything 
the pope may co. Itihas the confidence that the 
four archbishops wil! advocate the party’s cavs. 
independently as nationalists and not as_ ecccles- 
iastics, and they may prevent the 
vatican from making a last and _irretriev- 
able error in its dealings with Irish Cath lics. 
But the coterie of cardinals and monsignors at 
the call of the English Catholic tories is now in 
ascendancy at papal councils, and it will be nearly 
impossible to defeat their schemes, which will 
eventually recoil on tory heads and will not inflict 
any injury upon the movement for home rule for 
Ireland.

| BY THE ATLANTIC COAST LINE. 


What Line of Railways is Entitled to Freight 
So Consigned. 

BALTIMORE, October 17.—A two days’ meet- 
ing of the managers and general freight agents 
of the Atlantic Coast Line and Seaboard Air- 
Line railroads has just closed. It was attended 
by John M. Robinson, president of the Sea- 
board Air-Line; William Sanford. of New 
York, vice president of the old Dominion Line; 
Henry Walters, general manager, and T. 
Emmerson, ree freight agent of the At- 
lantic Coast Line; Major Richard Poor, freight 
agent of the Steam Packet Company, and 
several others. : 

The first day’s session was devoted toa dis- 
cussion of the traffic arrangements between 
the Atlantic Coast Line and Seaboard Air- 
Line. A question has arisen between these 
companies as to whichis entitled to freight 
shipped south from Norfolk and consigned to 
the Atlantic Coast Line. Such freight has 
been, for twenty yearspast, handed by the 
system of roads of which John M. Robinson is 
head, and no questions have been raised to his 
right to use this distinctive name until within 
the past two months. 

Sometime in September, notice was served 
on Mr. Robinson that freight consigned to the 
Atlantic Coast Line wuuddbeclaimed as legiti- 
mate traftic of the system of roads having that 
name. This company has just completed a 
road from Norfolk to Tarboro, N. C., at which 
piace it connects with aroad already in ex- 
istence to Wilmington. By following the coast 
with this route, it is said, this company c’a' ms 
to be the Atlantic Coast Line, and entitled to 
freight marked by thatronte. This contention 
was disputed by Mr. Kobinson, who will carry 
freight over his read from Norfolk to Weldon, 

. thence to Monroe and Columbiathrough Ches- 
ter on to Atlanta. A portion of this road isnow 
under construction and has been completed 
tofthe Georgia line. A settlement of the differ- 
ences was not reached, but the matter was fe- 
ferred toa committee which will meet again 
in Buffalo. bie 

The second day’s session was devoted ta 
the discussion of freight rates by steamship 
‘and railroad lines operating in Virginia and 
the Carolinas. Rates on cotton between sound 
points in eastern Carolina and eastern cities 
was advancing about 50 per cént. A mew rate 
was agreed to as follows; Between Newberne 
and Washington and other sound points in 
North Carolina by*he Old .Dominion Line 
direct to Norfolk; by the Clyde Line to Balti- 
more; by the Eastern Carolina Dispatch Com- 
pany to Elizabeth City; by the Norfolk and 
Southern railroad to Norfolk, and from these 
points by water and rail connections todestina- 
tions in eastern cities. 

BUSINESS OF THE WEEK. 
Review of R. G. Dun & Co.—The Business 
Outlook Improves. 

New York, October 17.—The week!y review of 
R. G. Dun & Co, says: In all directions the busi- 
ness outlook improves, and the recent enormons 
increase of circulation, notwithstanding . the 
money markets, are frowing stringent. Kxports 
have become remarkably large, and the domestie 
trade is such that exchanges outsid: of New York 
exceeded last week's by 155 per cent. But while 
the New York and Boston money markets are 
fairly supplied and steady at 5 to 6 per 
cent, the market is famest at Chicago, 
Philadelphia and Savannah. The money markets 
at Cleveland, Detroit and Denver, ure rather 
easier, The Bank of England has not raised ite’ 
rate. Foreign exchange here has yielded. The 
treasury has paid out during the week a little 
more money than it has taken in, and the* quick 
absorption of the recent large disbursements is 
surprising. 

Trade is strong everywhere. At Reston wool is 
rising and goods are in better demand, while cot- 
tons areseliling well and firm. 

In boots and shoes and leather 
more active demand...and firm prices, 
At Philageiphiy jwovl is ‘more active” 
and shiightiy higher. The output of eotton ia in- 
creasing. The shoe trade is brisk. Tho supply of 
leather equa's consumption. Almost all trade ig 
good in Philadelphia. Throughout the west trade 
is fair to good, At St. Louis trade is strong. As 
Savannah trade is brisk. 

The increase in the output of pig iron in Sep- 
tember, according to The Iron Age’s report, was 44 
per cent, and the weekly output, 179,203 tons, was 
13.6. per cent larger thana year ago. Yet four 
more Virginia furnaces are to begin work 
within w tew weeks, with a capacity 
of 3,500 tons weekly. ‘There are more sales of pig 
at Cleveland, and all manufactured iron is in large 
demand. At Pittsburg, pig iron is a littl weak— 
besseiner, notably—but the demand for manufae- 
tured iron ank steel i3 crowing stronyer. At Phila- 
deiphia, a steadiness in pig iron is encouraging, 
though bessemer is weak, but all finished pro- 
ducts are in strong demand. A noteworthy tact 
at New York is the sale of Tennessee iron, Lucy or 
Ensley brand, and strict No. 1 foundry, at $16.25 
per ton. Sales of rails are scanty, aud the asso- 
ciation withholds statistics. 

The coal trade is more confident, and September 
prices nowrule. Tin is 14 cents lower, but lead 
is Stronger and copper steady. 

Of the textile industries the increasing demand 
for cotton and wool bears witness, thouch the pro- 
duction of print cloths at present prices is held 
unprofitable. Another great industry has beep 
making notable progress, 

The number of hogs packed at the west from 
March ist to October Ist was 7,965,000, against 
5,920,000 last year, an increase of nearly 35 per cent. 

Speculation in wheat has made further progress 
this week, the price rising 1'4 cents on small sales. 
But exports are practically stopped ; in September 
only 595,259 bushels, against 2,223,104 last year.

But the export movement of cotton is extra- — 
ordinarily large in September, 207,c00,009 pounds, 
against 176,000,000 pounds last year, and in Octo- 
ber thus far there is a large increase, helped by a 
yielding in price of 1-6 cent this 
week. Exports of provisions are alse 
very heavy in September, $11,913,416 in vaiue, 
against $8,707,645 last year, and this also con- 
tinues, prices being steady. in petroleum exports 
there was an increase in quantity last month 
75,000,000 gallons against 59,000,000 fast year, an 
the price is steady, at about #1'4 for crude.

Lively Times Expected. 


Today a mass meeting at Forsyth, in Mon- 
roe county, will be heid to instruct the repre- 
sentatives of the county as to how they shall 
vote for United States senator. 

The county has two representatives, R. L, 

terner and J. T. Crowder; the same two that 
were in the last house. 

Mr. Berner is not an allianceman. Colonel! 
Crowder isa memberof that order. He is 
well known as the anthér of the bill pen- 


sioning disabled soldiers, and is himself a 


confederate veteran. 

The senatorial inatter was not a direct issue 
in the race, though both gentlemen were un- 
derstood to favor Governor Gordon. 

Hon. J. B. Cabaniss is the senator-elect 
from the twenty-third district, in which 
Monree county lies. 

It was Monroe county’s time to name the 
senator, under the rotation system, and the 
county’s choice was simply ratified by the 
other counties of the district. 

Under the cirenmstances, the action taken 
today by the Monroe county mass meeting 
must be binding, to a great extent, upon the 
senator-elect as well as upon the two repre- 
sentatives.

OF HIS CRIME. 


fie Murders an Athens Young Man—De- 
tected by an Article’in The Consti- 
tution—On the Scaffold. 


ATHENS, Ga., October 17.—{Special.]—Ed 
Morrison, the negro who killed young Henry 
Hunter, in August last, went into eternity 
today at the end of a hempen rope, and when 
it was all over, there was not a soul but sanc- 
tioned it. 

THE STORY OF THE KILLING. 

The particulars of the brutal murder of 
young Iiunter were published in Tus Con- 
STITUTION at the time of the killing. He was 
running a line of drays for his uncle, Mr. Sam 

. Hunter, of thiscity. At the time of his death 
he was at Carter's camp, in Madison county, 
where the railroad hands were working on 
the Georgia, Carolina and North- 
ern railroad. At noon on the 
With of August, he had some words with this 
negro, Ed Morrison, and that night Morrison 
went into the commissary store, and without 
provocation shot him through the brain, killing 
him instantly. 

THE CONSTITUTION AS A DETECTIVE. 

The negro was pursued by lynchers and was 
caucht on Monday, August 18th, by Sheriff J. 
W. Weir, of Clarke county, and THe ConstI- 
TULION played a part in the capture. An old 
man living near Appalachee bridge, on the 


across the bridge going towards Madison. 
When the train came on, this 
gentioman took a trip to Madison, and 
when he got there picked up acopy of THE 
ConstTiruTion. Hereadan account of the 
murcer and a description of the murderer. It 
suddenly flashed over his mind that the negro 
he had seen cross Appalachee bridge was the 
one that answered the description exactly.

TRIED AND SENTENCED. 

The sheriff went at once to the place, and on 
his way captured Morrison. The trial of the 
negro was the second speediest ever 
eceurzting in Georgia. He was sen- 
tencel by Judge Lumpkin to hang, 
andin pursuance of that sentence Morrison 
was started on his long iourney today at 12:41 
o’cleck. The hanging was private, being 
witnessed only by the officers, ministers, phy- 

and members of the press. 

The condemned murderer took things coolly, 
said he was fully prepared to meet his God, 
and when asked if he had anything 1o say re- 
plied, “No, that all had been published that 
he liad to say.’” When he mounted the scaf- 
fold nota nerve twitched, and he was the 
most serene man ever seen under puch circum- 
stances. 


THE DEATH SCENE. 
Sheriff Searboro read the death warrant, and 
then fixed the rope secure to the cross beam 
of the gallows. The black cap was adjusted, 
and the red-handed murderer of an un- 
oYending young man -was almost in another 
world. At nineteen minutes to 1 o’clock the | 
drop was sprung, and the body fell four feet, 
and a sharp crack and all was over. It was 
exactiy nine minutes after that he was pro- 
nounced to be dead. .

The Advice of a Condemned Man to a 
Sheriff. 

Morrrs, Il!s., October 17.—James Maxwell 
was hanged this morning for the murder of 
Charities Decker in June last. Maxwell was 
the coolest man about tho jail last night. When | 

he sheriff showed some evidence of trepide- | 
tion at the the task before him, Maxwell 
said: 

“Prace tp, old man; you are much more 
troubicd about this than I am.” 

When the sheriff began to read the death 
warrant in a trembling voice, Maxwell inter- 
rurted with: 

“Stop that gab, and let us get through this 
thing 2s soon as possible.” 

His wish was complied with, and he was at 
once conducted to the gallows. The sheriff 
asked him if he had anything to say. His re- 
ply wasa complaint that the sheriff had puta 
window in the shanty in which the execution 
took place, so that the crowd outside could see 
hi 


lin}. 

The sheriff then cut the cord and the body 
fell. In six minutes Maxwell was pronounced 

. dead. 

Just before leaving his ce!] Maxwell handed 
the sheriff a big knife, telling him that he 
micht have killed himself half a dozen times 
if he had wanted to. 

Maxwell’s crime was unusually brutal. He, 
with confederates, entered the house of Mr. 
Decker, an aged farmer, to rob the place, and 
when Decker discovered them they brained 
him with anax. Entering another room they 
geverely injured his wife, and pursued their 
quest fcr plunder until they found that the 
noise had awakened several others.

3. lie M. Gould, the English woman 
charged with killing her husband in this 
Place on June ist last, has been ac- 
quitted, 

The jury returned the verdict this morn- 
ing. 

The trial began Wednesday and through- 
out the terrible ordeal Mrs. Gould has been 
composed and calm. The evidence was not 
at all conclusive as to Mrs, Gould’s guilt. In 
fact her story told Tus Constitution soon 
after the killing was almost established. 
The argument of J. H. Dillard, G. 8. 
Furguson and Kope Elias for the state was 
thorough, but it was cleverly met by Mr. 
Benjamin Posey, E. B. Norvell and W. 
W. Jones, Mrs. Gould’s attorneys. 

The jury retired with the case Thurs- 
day evening and on the first ballot stood 
eleven for acquittal and one for con- 
viction. At three o’clock this morning the 
member who had been voting guilty joined 
the other eleven, and Mrs. Gould was ac- 
quitted. 

Wednesday, the 15th, a special venire 
was summoned of 100 men, and the follow- 
ing jurors were drawn and empanelied: C. 
G. Price, Ansel Rogers, W. M. Pierce, R. 
P. Hall, B. 8. Chastain, W. P. Martin, 
Kh. A, Harper, T. A. Bell, C, A. Davis, 
J. M. Rogers, John Roper and 8S. W. 
Bates. 

The testimony was only a rehearsal of 
the evidence given in the justice’s court at 
the preliminary trial.

if old, and the whole scheme is intended 

to inake the yellow inctal dearer. 

Dill was passed, there 

was a considerable boom in silver bullion. 
The price went up until it reached 54¢d 
per ounce, was thought it would 
reach 59d per ounce, whieh would have 
placed the white metal at par with gold. 

At last accounts, however, the price had 
dropped to 4034 per ounce, a fact which 
shows that the new law is no better than 
the Bland act so far as fixing the value is 
concerned, and infinitely worse in repealing 
the compulsory ceinage clause. 

Within a very short time the people will 
discover that the new silver law is a repub- 
lican scheme to perpetuate the demonetiza- 
tion of silver. There can be no half-way 
measures in dealing with this important 
question. There can be no legislative re- 
monetization of short of a_ free 
coinage law. 

The democratic party should look to this 
matter. Every prominent democrat in the 
country is committed to free coinage, and 
the next platform should make a declaration 
to that effect. The people are ripe for the 
isene to be made.

The New York Tribune, which is engaged 
in a tremendous effort to ote the Mckin- 
ley law, credits Sir John{ McDonald, the 
Canadian premier, with saying in regard to 
the Canadian barley grower: ‘‘iie has to pay 
15 cents duty for taking it} across the line. 
How can it, in that case, De said that the 
consimers pay the duty 7% It comes out of 
the pockets of the Canadian farmers.”’ 

if Sir Jolin McDonald made that remark, 

which is to be doubted, he is a bigger fool 
than he has ever been credited with being. 
The payment of the duty in the transaction 
is very simple. If there is a demand in this 
country for Canadian barley in spite of the 
duty, it is ordered by the wholesale dealers, 
awxho.for the moment, pay the duty of 15 
cents. When itis resolhito the retailer or 
the ccusumer, the duty is added to the price, 
and it finally comes out of the consumer. 
This is so plain and simple that the remarks 
attribuied to Sir John McDonald may be 
regarded as a forgery. They could not come 
from a man who has not taken leave of his 
penses. 

But if the duty of 15 cents is prohibitive— 
that is to sav, if the Canadian barley is shut 
out of our markets, then the duty is added 
to the American barley, and falls on the 
consumer just the same. This i8 typical of 
the working of the entire McKinley law. The 
tariff is a tax that falls on the consumer in 
every case, and with crushing effect on those 
who are striving to earn a living by the toil 
of their hands. 

The whole situation is aptly described by 
Senator Plumb, of Kansas, who, though a 
republican, had the good sense to vote 
against the McKinley bill. He says there 
has not been an argument offered, worth the 
mame, to show that higher protection is 
meeded. .‘‘With an insolence,’’ he goes on 
to say, ‘‘which, in itself, calls for rebukes, 
the manufacturers have simply said, ‘We 
want it and that is enough.’ ”’ 

What do the manufacturers want it for? 
Merely to make foreign manufacturers pay 
the tax? Thisisthe republican argument, 

- ‘but what unmitigated bosh it is! The manu- 
. facturers want it because it enables them to 
charge the people higher prices for their 
goods. That isthe whole of it.

RANDOM TALK. 

There has been some difficulty among people of 
moderate means in obtaining lots for burial pur- 
poses. Many of them have found it a great burden 
tu pay £200 or $260 for lots at Westview cemetery, 
and the result is a movement for the organization 
of another cemetery company. In this move- 
ment, Mr. Baker, of Charleston, Captain 
John W. Nelms, Mr. Simons, the lawyer 
and other genilemen have sciected a lot of 160 
scres on Mr. Moore's land, four anda half miles 
from the city. The place is abouta« mile souath- 
west of Mr. James 1). Colline’s residence, and to 
the leftof the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
Within a few days the company will organize and 
begin the wrx of preparing the ground for 
cemetery purposes, The lot is well located, with 
buflding stone and water convenient. 


Mr. Moors, who owns the land about the place 
where the Chattahoochee survey pu’s the pump- 
ing station of the waterworks, was in the city 
yesterday with a mapandascheme. If13 idea is 
to build'a canal from the pumying station to the 
Austell falls, two nules anda half above. In that 
way a head of twenty-three feet may be 
had, and with this water power he 
proposes to pump water from the 
river into Atlanta. He says freshets might dis- 
sipate the water power ten days ina year, and at 
such times the pumping would have'to be done 
by steam, but ail the rest of the year no coal 
would be used.

Mither Port Royal or Colleton is 
several hundred miles nearer the 
great grain region of the west than 
New York or any port in that vicinity, and thnrt is 
the reas(n why the Kansas City syndicate is 
making for the Georgia coast so vigorously.- It 
has been beth alleged and denied that the Kansas 
City, Fort Seott and Gulf road is behind the 
Macon and Birmingham and the Macon and 
Atlantic. Itlooks very much like the allegation 
is true. President Netticton, of the Kansas City 
rozd, last July came to Alabama and rode over 
the Macon and Birmingkam to Macon with his 
chief enginecr. The latter gentlemen con- 
tinued the tide over the Macon 
and Atiantc to the Georzia ceast. The Kaneas 
City, Fort Scott and Gu'f was built to Memphis 
pearly 500 miles, for cash. There is not a mert- 
g:ge norabond on it. The same syndicate, it is 
said, built the Memphis and Birmingham, which 
continues the great western tine te the Iron City. 

They have some interest in gtting an air-line 
to the Atlantic coast. It is no uncommon thing 
for them to hanl 15,000 or 2000 carioads 
of grain from Kanras City to Meinphiz, en ronte 
thence by the Mississippi river by way of New 
Orieans to Liverpoo'. I have it from a railroad 
man that one shipper in Kansas City sent 19,00) 
cartoads of grain over that road for Liverpool ina 
year. . 

With a threugh line to the Georgia coast all 
that grain must go through Colleton. It will be 
probabiy 1,000 miles shorter than the route by 
New Orleans around the Fiorida peninsula. 


Why, with this great export of cotten and crain 
through the Georgia ports and in CGuif ports, 
should we not have direct trade with Europe? 
Why was itthat Huntington failed to get return 
freight for the line of steamers he put on between 
Newport News and Liverpool? This country irm- 
ports about as many goods as it exports. Why 
can’t the vcs els that carry over cotton and erain 
from southern ports geta load coming back? 
This question is worthy of profound study, 


Speaking of trade, the Atlanta merchants are 
considerably exercised over the new tariff. Mr. 
J.C. Peck, who has just been marking up a bill of 
hardware, gave me some intcresting points. The 
duty on cutlery has heretofore been 50 per cent, 
but the present tariif adds a specific duty, so regu- 
lated as to bar out entirely the medium grade of 
goods, which it is heped to produce in 
this country.

The McKinley bill adds a specific duty of 84 on 
each gun, co that the jobber, to sell it at $9, must 
make a smaller profit than when he sold it for

GORDON STREET TO BE PAVED. 


The West End Council Lets the Contract 
for Brick Pavement. 

Gordon street, West End, is to be laid with 
one of the finest pavements in the country. 

It is to be paved with hard brick made es- 
pecially for the purpose by the Chattahoochee 
Briek Company. 

Last night the city council of West End held 
a meceting to open the bids for the paving of 
Gordon street 

The contract was awarded to Mossrs. War- 
ner & Parkhurst, whose proposition was to lay 
a brick pavement at $1.574 per square yard. 

This is about the same as the cost of paving 
with belgian blocks. 

The bricks are to be laid intwo layers. A 
foundation of sand and gravel will be put down 
Upon this the first layer of bricks will 
be laid, and between the layers another layer 
of packed sand will be worked. 

When the street is completed the surface 
will be perfectly smooth, and it is claimed 
almost noiseless. ‘he bricks will be soclosely 
fitted as to be waterproof, which insures that 
it will not become uneven by shrinkage.
